D.C. Vote

In House 

Lack of consensus on gun 
amendment stalls measure 

Congressional leaders abandoned efforts 
Tuesday to win passage of the D.C. voting 
rights bill after city leaders refused to with- 
draw their opposition to an amendment 
that would do away with the District’s strict 
gun-control laws. 

The bill, which would give the District 
a voting member in the House of Repre- 
sentatives and add a 
new member from Utah, 
has languished on Capi- 
tol Hill since the House 
and Senate approved 
the gun amendment in 
February. 

Many city leaders, as 
well as Delegate Elea- 
nor Holmes Norton, a Democrat, fiercely 
opposed the gun amendment, but Demo- 
cratic leaders in Congress were unable to 
round up enough votes to remove it. 

At a press conference, House Majority 
Leader Steny Hoyer, D-Md., said he was 
giving up all hope of getting a D.C. voting 
rights bill approved anytime soon. 

“There is not a consensus among the lead- 
ership of the District of Columbia on this 
issue, as I understand it. And, as a result, 
I don’t think we’re going to be able to move 
the bill at this point in time,” Hoyer sad. 

Norton said she remains optimistic 
there will be other opportunities to bring

Suspect in embassy 
bombings pleads not 
guilty in N.Y.C. court 

NEW YORK I Under heavy guard, a 
Guantanamo Bay detainee walked 
into a civilian U.S. courtroom for 
the first time Tuesday, underscor- 
ing the Obama administration’s 
determination to close the Cuban 
prison and hold trials here despite 
Republican alarms about bringing 
terror suspects to America. 

Ahmed Ghailani, a Tanzanian 
accused in two American Embassy 
bombings a decade ago, pleaded 
not guilty — in English — in a brief 
but historic federal court hearing 
that transported him from open- 
ended military detention to the 
civilian criminal justice system. 

President Obama has said 
keeping Ghailani from coming to 
the United States “would prevent 
his trial and conviction.” Taking a 
different stance, House Republi- 
can leader John Boehner of Ohio 
labeled Tuesday’s move “the first 
step in the Democrats’ plan to 
import terrorists into America.” 

Ghailani, accused of being a

was brought to New York to await

Ghailani’s trial will be an 
important test case for Obama’s 
plan to close the detention center 
at Guantanamo and bring some of 
the terror suspects there to trial.

citizen defendant would be turned 
over to immigration authorities 
for deportation.

Explosion at Slim Jim 
plant in N.C. leaves 
4 in critical condition 

GARNER, N.C. I A blast at a Slim Jim 
meat products plant Tuesday blew 
workers off their feet, ripped the 
building’s roof off its supports and 
critically burned four people. 

Three workers were still unac- 
counted for Tuesday evening, and 
more than 40 were taken to hos-

pitals, including three firefight- 
ers who needed medical attention 
after inhaling ammonia gases that 
left a distinct scent around the 
sprawling ConAgra Foods Inc. 
plant just south of Raleigh. 

The explosion left gaping holes 
in the roof. An exterior wall col- 
lapsed, smashing cars parked 
next to the 500,000-square-foot 
building. Authorities could not say 
exactly where in the plant the blast 
happened or what caused it. 


“I was getting ready to pick up 
a piece of meat off the line and I 
felt it — the percussion. And you 
could feel it in my chest and my 
ears popped,” said worker Chris 
Woods. “One of the guys I was 
working with got blown back — 
his hat flew backwards.” 

Four people were in critical 
condition at UNC Hospitals with 
burns covering between 40 percent 
and 60 percent of their bodies, 
said Dr. Charles Cairns, profes- 
sor and chairman of the depart- 
ment of emergency medicine at 
the University of North Carolina.

TEHRAN, IRAN I Persian hip-hop 
thumps from car speakers and 
men with spiked hair dance in 
the streets. 

It’s another night and another 
campaign rally-turned-party for 
their unlikely hero: a reformist 
from the early years of the Islamic 
Revolution who is now seen as their 
best hope to defeat hard-line Presi- 
dent Mahmoud Ahmadinejad. 

But while Mir Hossein Mousavi 
generates the noise, passion and 
electricity in Tehran, Ahmadine- 
jad has the backing of the power- 
ful Islamic establishment and deep 
support in the countryside, leaving 
Friday’s vote too close to call.

Suicide Blast Hits Pakistani Hotel 


At least 11 are killed, 
70 wounded in attack 
on luxury compound 

PESHAWAR, PAKISTAN | Suicide 
attackers shot their way past 
guards and set off a massive blast 
Tuesday outside a luxury hotel 
where foreigners and well-to-do 
Pakistanis mixed, killing at least 
11 people and wounding 70, offi- 
cials said. 

The bombers struck the Pearl 
Continental Hotel at about 10 p.m., 
when nightlife was still in swing. 
The attack reduced a section of 
the hotel to concrete rubble and 
twisted steel and left a huge cra- 
ter in a parking lot. 

The blast came a week after 
Taliban leaders warned they would 
carry out major attacks in large cit- 
ies in retaliation for an army offen- 
sive to reclaim the nearby Swat 
Valley region from the militants. 
No claim surfaced immediately 
for the bombing in Peshawar, the 
northwest’s largest city with about 
2.2 million people. 

Earlier in the day, officials said 
Pakistan’s military engaged mili- 
tants on two fronts elsewhere in the 


northwest. The army dispatched 
helicopter gunships in support 
of citizens fighting the Taliban in 
one district and used artillery fire 
against militants in another after 
sympathetic tribal elders refused 
to hand them over. 

Neither operation was anywhere 
near the size of the military’s offen- 


sive in the Swat Valley, where 15,000 
troops have battled up to 7,000 Tali- 
ban fighters. 

Police official Liaqat Ah said 
witnesses gave vivid accounts of 
the attack. Three men in a pickup 
truck approached the hotel’s main 
gate, opened fire at security guards, 
drove inside and detonated the 


bomb close to the building, Ali said. 
A senior police officer, Shafqatullah 
Malik, estimated it contained more 
than half a ton of explosives. 

The chaotic scene echoed a 
bombing last year at Islamabad’s 
Marriott Hotel that killed more than 
50 people. Both hotels were favored 
places for foreigners, riaz khan (ap)

Airspeed equipment 
in plane may have led 
to Air France disaster 

RECIFE, BRAZIL I Air France and 
other airlines moved Tuesday to 
replace speed monitors suspect- 
ed of feeding false information to 
the computers of Flight 447 and 
leading to a series of failures that 
broke the plane apart over the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

A total of 28 bodies have been 
recovered; 200 others have yet to 
be found. Soldiers and medical 
personnel carried off the remains 
in body bags on the Fernando de 
Noronha archipelago, to be flown 
to the coastal city of Recife, where 
experts will try to identify them 
using DNA and photos. 

Identifying the bodies, look- 
ing at where they were seated on 
the plane and studying their inju- 
ries could provide clues to causes 
of the May 31 disaster, said Peter 
Goelz, a former managing direc- 
tor of the National Transportation 
Safety Board. 

With the plane’s data recorders 


still apparently deep in the ocean, 
investigators have focused on the 
possibility that external speed mon- 
itors — Pitot tubes — iced over and 
gave false readings to the plane’s 
computers in a thunderstorm. 

Air France said it began replac- 
ing the Pitot tubes on its A3 30 
and A340 jets in May after pilots 
reported several incidents of icing 
leading to a loss of airspeed data. 


The monitors had not yet been 
replaced on the A330 that was 
destroyed en route from Rio de 
Janeiro to Paris. 

“Other planes that have expe- 
rienced incorrect airspeed indi- 
cations have had the same Pitots. 
And airplanes with the new Pitot 
tubes have never had such prob- 
lems,” said Air France pilot Eric

Students rally against 
plastic trays in socially 
aware Takoma Park 

Casting about for a cause, the 
Young Activist Club at Piney 
Branch Elementary settled on 
something close at hand: the hun- 
dreds of polystyrene trays and plas- 
tic utensils discarded daily in the 
school cafeteria. 

The students from Takoma 
Park, known as one of the D.C. 
region’s most socially conscious 
communities, have raised $9,000 
from foundations and sympathetic 
residents to purchase a dishwasher, 
washable flatware and other sup- 
plies so they can banish Styrofoam 
from their school. But they have 
met unexpected resistance from a 
school system in which food service 
operations rely on the convenience 
and disposability of plastic.

10 Banks Ready to Return Bailouts 


Treasury Department 
will be repaid $68B 
of government funds 

W A S H I N G T 0 N I Ten of the nation’s 
largest banks were given the green 
light Tuesday to repay $68 billion 
in government bailout money free- 
ing them from restrictions on exec- 
utive compensation that they say 
are making it hard to keep their 
top-performing executives. 

The Treasury Department said 
the banks had been approved to 
repay the money they received 
from the Troubled Asset Relief 
Program created by Congress in

Sonic Youth sounds

MUSIC I After nearly 20 years, 
America’s foremost indie-rock 
band is back on an independent 
record label. 

Dissatisfied with Geffen , Sonic 
Youth left the label after its 2006 
release, “Rather Ripped,” and chose 
New York indie Matador to release 
its 16th album, “The Eternal.” As 
it happens, it’s Sonic Youth’s most 
compelling album in years. 

The band always has had a pen- 
chant for musical experimentation, 
but “The Eternal” follows the path 
of its best work by balancing the 
musicians’ avant-garde tendencies 
with accessibility on songs that 
are taut, inventive and sometimes 
downright exhilarating.

There’s also a murder confession, 
boozy flirting with Loretta Lynn 
and an examination of celebrity 
that Eddie Rickenbacker inspired. 
It’s all a hoot.

MUSIC I Amadou and Mariam’s 
latest CD is called “Welcome to 
Mali,” but it really should be called

New Yorks Old Fort 
Niagara marks 250 
years since its siege 

DESTINATIONS I Fort Niagara still 
looks like a tough nut to crack. 

The outer walls trace the same 
outline of the high earthworks that 
greeted a British-led army sent to 
conquer the fort 250 years ago this 
summer. The three-story “French 
Castle” looming over the west- 
ern Lake Ontario shoreline is as 
imposing as when 3,500 redcoats, 
American colonials and Native 
American warriors laid siege to 
the fort in July 1759. 

A significant part of the Old 
Fort Niagara State Historic Site 
26 miles north of Buffalo remains 
much the same as it was in 1759, at 
the end of the French and Indian 
War, when the English finally cap- 
tured the wilderness outpost after

decades under French control. A 
powder magazine built in 1757 still 
stands, 250 years after surviving 
the British bombardment that led 
to the fort’s surrender. 

This summer, the fort is com- 


memorating the 250th anniversa- 
ry of the siege. During the July 4 
weekend, more than 2,000 French 
and Indian War buffs from across 
the U.S. and Canada are expected 
to participate in the reenactment 
of the 1759 siege of Fort Niagara, 
which lasted nearly three weeks. 

Standing on the fort’s western 
ramparts facing Ontario, visitors 
can understand why this spot was 
the lynchpin in the string of French 
outposts that stretched from Illi- 
nois to Quebec. Any vessel trying 
to slip past the fort’s river defenses 
would be within cannon range. 

In clear weather, the skyline of 
Toronto, 33 miles to the north, is 
visible across the lake. 

“One thing about forts and fort 
builders in the 18th century: They 
grabbed the best real estate with the 
best views,” said Brian Leigh Dun- 
nigan, executive director of the fort 
from 1979 to 1996. chris carola (ap)

Who’s a tougher crowd: the kids 
or Food Network folks? 

The stars of the Food Network. 
Kids don’t critique. But keeping 
their attention can require more 
than showing them techniques. 

What’s your chef shtick? 

You mean “my culinary point of 
view”? That’s the technical term. 
But my shtick is coming from the 
mind of a chef rather than a cook. 
The Food Network has nailed 
down the way to teach people to 
cook. It’s time now to grow up and 
teach the people who have kitch- 
ens nicer than most restaurants. I 
love sharing what I do, and I want 
people to be able to do it better 
than me. 

Any tips for thinking like a chef? 

One of the main things is starting 


off by putting the same amount of 
importance to every step of prepa- 
ration — everything from the dic- 
ing to the seasoning. Think about

the ingredients. Say you’re doing 
mirepoix, which is carrots, onions 
and celery. The recipe might say 
just to throw everything in togeth- 
er, but carrots take longer to cook. 
So, you should put those in first. 
And then there’s the yelling and 
screaming you have to do. 


Brainfood’s Grill-Off sounds like 
something from the show, huh? 

It does — it’s “Iron Chef”-like. 
There are nine chefs, and we don’t 
know what’s in our pantry until it 
starts. The key is knowing how to 
manage a grill because we have to 
do everything on there. There’s 
some really good food and some 
horrific outcomes. 

Now that you’re a pro at this for- 
mat, what’s your strategy? 

First, I think about equipment. 
“What do I have?” Then, “What’s 
the theme?” It helps that I have 
a weird sense of timing. My girl- 
friend calls me “the Count” because 
I can put a pizza in the oven, set the 
timer and then stand up from the 
couch just before it goes off.

How did you get involved with 
Brainfood? 

Seven years ago, I was working 
at the Reef, and my boss called in 
sick. So, I wound up standing in for 
him with a group of 13- to 16-year- 
olds. I served them bison, which 
they’d never had or heard of, and 
next thing I know, I’m hooked. 


Teddy Folkman must have devel- 
oped a taste for competition after 
besting Bobby Flay in a “Throw- 
down” challenge last year. The 
Granville Moore’s (1238 H St.

What’s your favorite thing to 
teach the kids? 

It’s the lesson that you should try 
everything once. We did mussels, 
and 80 percent of them had never 
tried them before. Afterward, one 
girl went to the store and saw they 
were just $2 a pound and made 
a meal for her whole family.
